SECOND DISARMAMENT 
MEET URGED BY WILLIS 


ee 


Pittsburg, April 26.—The calling of 
another disarmament conference wus 
advocated by Senator Frank B. Wil- 


lis, republican, Ohio, tonight in an 
address at the Grant>day dinner of 


the American club. Senator Willis 
also commented at length upon the 
senate investigations and predicted 


nomination of President Coolidge at 
the republican national convention at 


‘Cleveland and his election in Novein- 


ber. 
General John J. Pershing, another 
speaker, outlined the nation’s military 
poliey of building up the nucleus of 
an organization capable of expansion 
in time of peril into a great demo- 
cratic citizen army. 
“This task,” he said, 
now’ closest to my heart, 


‘is the issue 
because 1t 


} fell to me especially to witness the 


impotence of America for more than 
a year after she accepted the gauge 
of battle in a world war. -It wis 
my particular portion to realize how 
dangerous was our risk, and how 
close we drifted to irreparable disas- 
ter before the force of our hurriedly 
created armies could be brought to 
bear against a martial enemy. 

Characterizing the Washington 
conference as “the longest step for- 
ward in centuries of history toward 
peace and better understanding 
among nations,” Senator Willis de- 
clared that “‘when the terms of the 
Dawes report are finally accepted by 
Europe, there is reason to expect 
that much good can be accomplished 
by the calling of another disarma- 
ment conference.” 

Speaking of the senate investiga- 
tions, Senator Willis said that the 
acts of an individual “cannot be at- 
tributed to an organization, unless 
that organization condones and ac- 
cepts the acts of the individual as 
its own.’ 

“If Mr. Fall,” Senator Willis con- 
tinued, “should be nominated for any 
important office by the republican 
party in the face of the disclosures 
that have been made concerning his 
official record, the republican party 
would properly be held responsible as 
an organization for its indorsement 
of his record. If the democratic party 
should name Mr. McAdoo as its can- 
didate .for the presidency, it would 
thereby adopt ard indorse as its own 
his record.”

music as an educational subject 
that it may make a xeneral appeal for 
the ultimate good is a question re- 
ceiving much consideration at the 
present time. Scarce anyone’ will 
doubt or even question its worth, or 
try to prove its value. Music makes 
its own peculiar appeal, 

To consider here the form of pre- 
sentation or question procedure of 
present day methods would. prebably 
be divergence from the subject at 
hand. However, music has so much 
ot subsidiary influence, it is hard 
to keep within the confines of the art 
itself, and this very fact makes it a 
subject of powerful appeal and broad- 
est interest, 

Since it is the aim of the true edu- 
cator—not so much to cement con- 
clusions as to establish trend, music 
in the school of learning should be 
the same guiding, uplifting and in- 


tensifying force that it has ever 
proved itself to be in the’ greater 
school of life. mm,

Threefold Effort. 

To have a part in the education 
of an individual demands the three- 
fold effort of showing that individual 


how to better himself, how to hold 
and deport himself in relation to 
other individuals and how to give 


of his improved self to the need on 
every hand. In all this endeavor, 
music stands as a valuable assistant. 
To participate in music, expression 
certainly demands somewhat of men- 
tal activity even in the form of recre- 
ational diversion. It is a dull mind, 
indeed, which never brings question 
as to form, rhythm or text in the 
presentation of the better things in 
musie’s vast literature, and it stands 
approved that the intellectual side 
of music is as much a ecience as any 
other recognized science. 

If the greatest result is sought, the 
physical being will also b@ taxed with 
development of muscle and effort to 
proper poise—with restraining and 
conservation of nerve force. The 
comparisons of various nationalities, 
and their contributions to the world’s 
store in a language universal, supple- 
ments much information on other 
subjects. 

In the study of song, the music 
setting will augment the beauty of 
the verse and indelibly stamp it on 
the memory. Along this line of en- 
deavor, the individual will be build- 
ing for constant betterment of self. 

Relation of Music. 

How will music guide him in his 
relation to other individuals? No less 
an authority than Dr. Charles W. 
Eliot, president-emeritus of Harvard 
university, makes the claim that prop- 
erly organized chorus singing or play- 


ing an instrument in an orchestra 


requires disciplined cooperation— 
what is called team work—and that 
is what the industries of this coun- 
try need more than anything else. 
Also he claims that in all American 
business, great results would follow 
if every child in every school in the 
country learned the value of coopera- 
tive discipline under a capable music 
leader. 

No influence is more potent in the 
cause of democracy. Musie elevates 
as it levels. It abolishes prejudice 
and not only seeks but portrays the 
truth in its very own perfection. 

What now will be the demands on 
the individual and where will he find 


the opportunity to realize value of 
time and energy spent, and have sat- 


isfaction of using to best advantag 
what he has aequired? Eliminating 
all consideration of professional pur- 


suit, it is doubtful if any general 
knowledge will stand him in better 
stead, as he strives to cooperate and 
take his place in the big order of 
things. The constant sacrifice of the 
countless parents to give their chil- 
dren advantage of music study can 
only be attributed to the faet that 
they feel the need of music in the 


home and probably realize tnat ft 18 
not so much militancy against evil 
aS more earnest striving toward high 
ideals that will accomplish the nobler 
aims sought. Since a nation is as 
strong as its homes, and since music 
can bring into the home so mnch of 
joy and satisfaction, no better invest- 


ment can be made along educational 
lines, The responsiveness to, and ap- 
prectation of the art can only come 
after a certain amount of study and 
opportunity to hear somewhat of 
standard works, 

An audience can make or mar the 


beauty and success of the concert hall. 
The most inspiring hymn of praise 
ever chanted can never be heard in 
full accord if falls on indiscriminating 
ears and unresponsive hearts. Pride 
in the nation, glory in the state, en- 
deavor in civic progress can scarcely 
find expression in memory or hope. 


Separated from sweet melody and 
exalting harmony. 

Thus in every phase of life does 
music fortify and lend its charm, 
bringing a mood fitting to every hu- 
man experience, 


Musical Education. 


Realizing the value of musie in edu- 
cation it hag been givey a place of 
greater eonsideration in high sehool 
courses of study—and opportunity is 
now being given to those with marked 
talent in music, and wishing to pur- 
sue it as special vocation, to carry it 
as a major high school subject. 

Atlanta High schools are gradually 
paving the way and have even made 
considerable structural progress that 
such advantages may be given in the 
school. Holding, however, firnfly to 
the belief that any art culture brings 
greater results when grounded with 
the best general information, and 
progressing along the line that the 
best foundation for musie study is not 
music, encouragement is ever being 
given for the earnest pursuit of the 
various subjects which so materially 
strengthen the act. 

In the choral assemblies of the 
schools, songs are studied from every 
possible point of © advancement. 
Though assembled in classes from 200 
to 350, the response and the attain- 
ment is nothing short of inspiration- 
al when one realizes whut the putcome 
will inevitably be; namely, the in- 
fusion into the home and community 
of an element so rare, Orchestras and 
glee clubs are forging ahead—perhaps 
somewhat handicapped by lack of 
equipment, but working with a spirit 
so fervent and earnest that the re- 
sult is bound to be for ultimate bene- 
fit. 


Classes in theory of musie have 


‘ 


been formed and considering the new- 
ness of the project, if application for 
membership, earnestness of purpose 
and splendid qualification bespeak 
the need, none can even doubt its ad- 
visability. The aim held paramount 
in music etudy in Atlanta High 
schools is preparedness, studying the 
community's need and preparing to fill 
that need. ‘To quality in appreciation 
of music, means not only to become 
familiar with standard musie works 
but improvement in countless other 
Ways—such as concert hall deport- 
ment, study of the physicatculture 
and fitness for bigher music expres- 
sion, encouragement of. the genuine 
in creative and reproductive lines, 
and a cheer for the music scout who 
fills in the gaps here and there to 
complete the organization. These 
are thought to put the proper impetus 
to school music and strengthen it to 
the extent that it. will find its way 
beyond the walls of the institution 
and make its voice heard in the 
years to follow. 

The cooperative discipline which 
strides shoulder to shoulder with 
properly organized music ensembles, 
growing into community activity, 
will serve as first aid to the traffie 
cop. Self-restraint in assembly de- 
portment and regard for one’s neigh- 
bor will raise the standard of com- 
munity assemblies and in various oth- 
er ways music makes a elaim to servy- 


ice and brings a disposition to aid, 
With the brightest days for Atlanta 


High schools musie in the future and 
building on tireless efforts and pre- 
vious accomplishment, the schools go 
singing along, eagerly awaiting the 
time when they may test their worth 
m successors to the builders of tt» 
ay.

“No, but he left us under the im- 
pression that he could fix it up at 
Washington because of the -influence 
he had there."

The day the royal Italian telegraph 
announced over the wires that Mas- 
cagni was the winner of the Son- 
zogny prize of 50,000 lire for an opera 
in one act we children, at that time 
oceupied as well as pre-occupied over 
solfeggio books, wondered at the ef- 
fect that the news was having on the 
Italian population. 

Leoncavallo, composer of Pagliacci 
and the strongest competitor for the 
big prize, had in a way secured 
the unqualified support of ‘the 
students and the critics of that time, 
partly through his superior knowledge 
of the art of orchestration, partly on 
account of his Wagnerian leanings 
(then quite popular with the music 
school boys) but mainly for the fact 
that Leconeavallo had been able to 
“null a double-header.” The extraor 
dinary stunt for a composer to write 
his own plot, book and lyrics, beside 
his nmiusical score, had an unusually 
strong appeal with the masses. 

The contest, however, for some mys- 
terious reasons, resulted in favor of 
Mascagni who received the 50,000 
lire, quite a fortune for that 
time, all the honors ard glory of the 
winner, not excluding the fat royalties 
derived from the numerous perform- 
anees of Cavalleria fhat actually 
swept the Italicn peninsula. 

Pagliacci Is Superior. 

Technically speaking, Pagliacci is a 
superior piece of ss Leoncavallo's 
use of his leading motives, so reminis- 
cent of Wagner, is unique with the 
early modern Italians. He interweaves 
them admirably through the four units 
of his opera: Prologue, first act, inter- 
lude and second act, with a deft meth- 
od of development, employing a melo- 
dy flowing and uninterrupted in its 
line, and backed by an originality of 
harmonization which marks him as a 
pioneer. 

The instrumentation of the score, 
however, is exceedingly too heavy for 
the voices and this is probably the 
one defect by which the opera suffers 
when compared with the light and 
delicate scoring of Cavalleria. 

Mr. Moranzoni, in conducting the 
performance of Pagliacci last night, 
achieved a signal triumph, for in 
handling the accompaniment for the 
stage he never allowed the orchestra 
to dominate, and held down in great 
measure the volume of sonority that 
the score would otherwise produce if 
interpreted with its original dynamics.

His voeal re 
sources and histrionic abilities en- 
abled him to get great effects out of 
the last “Ridi Pegliaccio” at the end 
of the second act. Last night’s rendi- 
tion on the part of Martinelli remind- 
ed us a great deal of past seasons, 
especially during the scenes of intense 
dramatic action. Martinelli sang like 
a real musician and acted superbly. 

In the extraordinary cast for Pag- 
liacci, Miss Bori delivered a most 
convicing portrayal of Nedda, scoring 
in the bird song. Messrs. Danise, in 
the ungrateful role of Tonio, and 
Bada, in the one of Beppo, completed 
a very picturesque tableau of southern 
Italy.

The last named was a sister 
stip of the General Slocum, which 
was burned in the East rives 20 years 
ago with the loss of 1,000 lives.

Two 
men were burned, one seriously.

‘He alighted three 
feet trom me, and when | drew back 
a little to focus my Graflex camera, 
the mirror was suddenly obscured and, 
looking up, I saw the bird cling‘ng to 
the lens, pecking at the brass fittings. 


HEREVER I met these little birds 

they would perch close and 
straight with crest feathers, rising and 
falling and giving mé stare for stare 
with those bright, intelligent eves of 
theirs. In the first instance the little 
tlycatcher neglected his duty to watch 
my every movement, twice interrupt- 
ing his concentration to do me a vood 
turn by seizing and devouring two lit- 
tle green horseflies that were bother- 
Ing me.” 

Another interesting feature of his 
discoveries was his experience with the 
sea lions, which were perfectly at home 
with him .and whose pups played and 
frolicked about him like playful babies. 

Still another incident of moment 
was the acquaintance with the murine 
iguana, a large lizard, well equ pped 
with a horned-head and back and 
vicious teeth, but which, having no 
natural enemies, has no need ot de- 
fense.

ized, losing all the bright greens and 
pinks, slipping over its scales and 
grays of the lava.”’ 

The Conolophus encountered by 
3eebe was quite the gayest inhabi- 
tant of the islands. He was four 
feet long with a great head, rugged 
with ‘rough, bright golden scales, 
which became green on the mosaic- 
like labials, and-chrome yellow on 
the under side of the chin. The folds 
of the neck skin were whitish gray, 
with the hind neck and fore legs yel- 
low. The body and tail were divided 
into large irregular areas of terra cot- 
ta, black and yellow, the spines along 
the back taking to themselves the 
color of their respective bases. 

“When disturbed by our close ap- 
proach a flock of them made off slow- 
ly to the burrows, sometimes at a 
considerable distance. These showed 
rounded holes, in sandy clay, leading 
obliquely down, under or around lava 
bolders, for an extreme depth of six 
feet. There was no pile of earth out- 
side. When suddenly rushed, the igu- 
anas became panic-stricken and tore 
off in any direction. Once started, 
however, it was not easy to. turn 
them, and they chose to barge straight 
ahead, dodging only at the last mo- 
ment. When hard pressed they fre- 
quently sought sanctuary at the heart 
of a thorn bush, and when once in 
such a place refused to be poked out. 
It was an easy matter to run them 
down within a distance of fifty yards. 
When safe in their thorn shelter they 
vent to their anger in regular lizard 
style of nodding.

Darwin in his journal, written when 
naturalist to the Beagle, says, ‘To 
obtain the acacia leaves, they crawl 
up the low, stunted trees and it is 
not uncommon to see one or a pair 
quietly browsing while seated on a 
branch several feet from the ground.” 

Continuing about 
Seebe says: 

“The favosite resting pose when 
awake was with tail, hind legs and 
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flanks close to the ground, but fore 
body raised on almost straight fore 
legs and head well up—a very statu- 
esque, dignified pose, The rite of 
challenge was a series of low nods. 
When asleep they usually were 
sprawled out flat, often with legs 
flung back, soles up. 

“When awake and watching me 
approach, the first sign of nervous- 
ness was a slow mevement of the tail 
tip, almost catlike; then a lashing 
from side to side, crocodile fashion. 
Next came a single, long, upward nod 
of the head and neck, followed by 
six or eight in quick succession, bring- 
ing the head well up. 

“Then, if the supposed danger in- 
creased, the mouth would be opened 
wide and closed. several times, the 
head remaining still, or moving threat- 
eningly in every direction. No sound 
except a sharp hiss was ever uttered. 

“When walking slowly the lizard 
dragged its body and the tail was held 
In an ascending curve. The faster 
the pace, the more twisting became 
the movement of the body, the legs 
reaching out with greater and greater 
effort. The gait is actually a rapid, 
alternate stepping , with violent lateral 
wriggling of the body and tail. . The 
tail is held horizontally and the body 
is clear of the ground for about halt 
of each stride. At a moderate pace, 
the creature actually resembles a 
great rhinoceros on the trot, or Steg- 
osaurus, or some other giant reptile 
of the past.” 

And there you have an accurate 
and vivid description of one of the 
reasons William Beebe chose to ex- 
plore the Galapagos. Hideous, fas- 
cinating, crawly and dumb. Snappy, 
ferocious, weirdly fantastic in design 
and coloring, looking like a monster 
dreamed of on too much cheese be- 
fote going to bed. 

From reptiles to birds—nothing 
could be more welcome—had it not 
been that they were such -strange 
birds that fluttered about the head of 
seebe. The part? next landed on 
Tower island, where the skly was a 
closely woven mesh of living frigate 
birds, boobies and gulls. The bushes 
and the rocks and the sand were alive 
with them, sitting upon their nests and

THE NATIONAL MARBLE CHAMPION 
TELLS YOU HOW HE WON HIS TITLE 


Marble champion for the whole 
United States! .That is Harlin Mc- 
Coy’s title. .He won it last June in 
the tournament at Atlantic City, 


New Jersey, when he played against © 


the best marble shooters from 40 
cities of the country. 


Harlin’ was only an_ ordinary 
player to begin with. But constant 
practice plus a steady nerve made 
him the prize winner. This spring 
Harlin will give up his title to a new 
champion at another Atlantic City 
tournament. Who knows but that 
the new champion may be you! 
You'll be sure to sign up for your 
city match after you’ve read here 


what Harlin did. 


Whien Harlin McCoy, of Colum- 
bus, Ohio, National Marble Cham- 
pion of the United States, “first 
heard that a Columbus paper was 
sponsoring a marble tournament, he 
did not give it much thought. He 
was Sure that he did not play well 
enough to enter, but the other boys 
kept after him to send in an ap- 
plication blank, until, after having 
written and torn up three blanks, 
he finally got up nerve to send one 
in. That was late in April, 1923. In 
June he traveled to Atlantic City, 
together with 40 other city cham- 
pions, and on the 18 of June he 
won in the finals and became na- 
tional champion. 

The tournament was Started in 
the different grammar and junior 
high schools in the city. Only boys 
under 15 were eligible to try. Harlin 
played among the fellows of Crest- 
view, his own school, where he was 
enrolled as an 8 A. Ina short time 
he was School champion, and then 
he played the champions of other 
schools, until finally about the first 
of June, in Sunshine park, 
champions. of all the schools got to- 
gether for the final games. It took 
Several days, and Harlin was not a 
bright and shining light during most 
of the playing. The first few days, 


all he did was to stay in the game 
but it was soon noticed that each 
time the other fellow’s nerve seem- 
ed to be leaving him, Harlin came 
up trom behind, and walked away 
vith the game. He was given the

baseball player. He says that he 
really learned to play marbles. be- 
tween April and June, and that he 
did it by playing every chance he 
yot. He began to ‘“‘get good,” as he 
calls it, when he discovered that by 
Shooting with the marble resting 
upon the flat top of his thumb, the 
lower side of his thumb resting flat 
upon his second finger, he could ab- 
solutely control the distance and di- 
rection of the marble, and that he 
could play twice as long without 
tiring. He has never had one skin- 
ned knuckle since he began playing, 
while numbers of the other fellows 
who turned up at the finals had 
bleeding and sore knuckles. 

He plavs with 13 -little clay mar- 
bles, just slightly less than 3-4 of 
an inch in diameter. That is the 
type decided upon to be used in all 
future championship playing. Un- 
like most fellows, he isn’t interested 


in a large collection of different 
kinds of marbles. While playing 
for city championships he won 
more than half a bushel—all kinds 


and conditions, but he sold them to 
other fellows before leaving for 
Atlantic City, and since his return 
he has played with nothing but clay. 

The city champions played for 
eight days in the Atlantic City fi- 
nals, on the beach, where clay plat- 
forms had been built, with as high 
as 12,000 people watching them each 


dav. Again Harlin was not in the 
limelight, until.the other fellows be- 
gan to lose their nerve. He just 


managed to be good enough to stay 
in the games, but as the others lost 
nerve he came up as calm and cool 
as ever and carried on. Next to the 
last day of the tournament he al- 
most lost place to a colored boy, the 
Chicago champion, but his nerve 
Saved him, and on the eighth day he 
won and was presented with a won- 
derful thin-model white gold watch, 
with a fob, to which was attached a

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THE RIGHTS OF 
IROQUOIS WOMEN 


How Strange it is that while 
women of so many of the leading 
nations of the world have obtained 
equal voting rights with men only 
after a long struggle, that the wom- 
en of some of the very old, uncivil- 
ized peoples were given these privi- 
leges without a murmur. Gypsy 
women have always held the tamily 
purse strings. The gypsy band, for 
that matter, is ruled, not by a man 
but a woman, the gypsy queen. 

The Iroquois Indians, whom we 
think of as a particularly fierce and 
barbarous tribe, had the words 
‘votes for women” in their vocabu- 
lary. Women held an important 
position in their organization, tor 
every Indian matron was allowed to 
name her choice for chief of the 
tribe. Lands and houses were the 
sole property of the women. 

A curious thing among Ilroquois 
Indians was that they traced their 
kinship only through the women of 
the family... An Indian's revatives 
were his mother’s people; those of 
his father’s family were not counted. 
Membership in a family determined 
the tribe to which the Indian be- 
longed, that tribe being one of the 
five Iroquois clans which formed the 
Iroquois. nation. 

The Iroquois were governed by 
chiefs, which the women helped to 
nominate. All the chiefs formed a 
council which voted on important 
measures, just aS modern govern- 
ments vote upon bills and measures 
by passing them in legislative bodies 
which are formed by representatives 
of the various sections of the coun- 
try. 

Hospitality was the watchword of 
Iroquois household. — Food 
was kept ready for guests all the 
time, Anyone from anywhere could 
enter a house at any time and be 
served with food by those that lived 
within. And if the guest happened 
to not be hungry, he was obliged to 
taste the food anyway as a mark of 
respect to his hostess. The Iroquois 
thought the white people rude and 
uncivilized because they did not ex- 
tend such little courtesies to those 
that visited them.

SIGHTSEEING TRIPS WITH THE BIRDS 


Grosbeaks of the Valley and Pine Forest 


The Grosbeaks belong to the same 
Finch family as the Cardinal, the 
Goldtinch and the Indigo Bunting 
which were described last week. 
The Rose-breasted Grosbeak is a 


The Rose-breasted Grosbeak 


bird of the mountain valley. He 
likes to live in river birches or along 
the border of a spruce forest. He 
has a black coat, hood, wings and 
tail with white underparts with a 


rose-red shirt front shaped like a 
triangle. Notice also in the picture 
that he has a big, powerful, stubby 
bill, He lives anywhere from Mani- 
toba to Maine and southward to 
North Carolina and Kansas, building 
a frail nest ten to twenty feet above 
the ground in which may be found, 
during the latter half of May, four 
or five blue eges marked with 
brown. The female’s coloring be- 
trays that she is a relative of the 
sparrow. The young males, too, in 
the fall, are streaked with brown, 
but have red breasts. 

The Grosbeak’s song is like the 
Robin’s, only it is more flowing and 
joyous. The Robin sings in jerky 
triplets: the Grosbeak in accented 
and smooth triplets. His call-note 
is a sharp peep. The Grosbeak is 
a valuable bird citizen, for he de- 
Sstroys June bugs, the potato beetle 
and the grapevine beetle. 

The Pine Grosbeak is a _ cold 
weather bird. In.summer he lives 
in northern North America, spend- 
ing the winter in the northern 
IInited States. He is prepared for 
the most bitter cold, for during the 
summer he stored up a layer of fat 
under his feathers which keeps him 
warm, and if a day comes when the 
pine cones and buds do not yield 


him a good meal, his stored-up food 
will tide him over. 

in color he is the most delicious 
peach pink. In the landscape of 
snow and ice where he is found, he 
makes a most artistic appearance as 
he flits in and out of the pine trees, 
deftly picking out the seeds of the 
pine cone with his beak, which is to 
him what hands are to a person. 
Hs call is a whistle of three or four 
notes, 

The Pine Grosbeak is a pink color 
with white bars on the black wings. 
He has a dark brown parrot-like 
beak and brown feet.
